It was the first ev ening session 
of the y ear, held on the fifteenth 
day of the filib uster. 
Senator 
Connally (D-Tex ) said, however, 
the southern b loc was in shape 
to speak indefinitely . 
Besides keeping the senate a ft­ 
er hours, administration leaders 
enforced 
strict 
rules 
ab out 
speechmaking. Each senator, for 
instance, can speak only twice on 
a b ill.

And y et these activ i­ 
ties manage to surv iv e—ev en to thriv e. 
It goes without say ing that America’s school­ 
men wall note the v arious points of weakness and 
futility now being urged in the name of con­ 
structiv e reform. They may actually ask the crit­ 
ics to propose an effectiv e remedy . And that, with 
the possible ex ception of Dr. Hutchins, would 
emphasize the fact that it’s alway s easier to sit 
on the sidelines and grumble than to get in the 
game and help achiev e a v ictory .
